God an&*Chriſt in their Prieſtly Office ; They ſhall be 
Prieſts of God andof Chriſt, And the third Argument is 
taken from the long durance of their peaceable and inde- 
cndant Government ; T hey ſhall raigne with bi 4 theuſand 
Jeares, You lee theretore what this Text drives at - An 
Amplifcation of the former citate, deſcribed 1n'the 4 
tormer veries, where (you heard) #hen John /aw the Beaſt 
and the falſe Prophet caſt into the Lake of fire burning wuch 
Brimſtone, and the reſt of his company likewiſe flaine by the ſword 
of him that warred againſt them : He ſaw then an Angell come 
aown from Fleaven, An Angell not falling from Heaven as 
the Angell of the &orromlefſe pet did, (Rev. 9.1.) But hee 
did deicend, he came as a mefſenger from thence : And an 
Ang.'l in this Booke 1s ſeldome or never put indiv1dually 
for one Angell, but celleQtively, for a company of Angels. 
The Angels of the Seven Vi1alls were a company of An- 
gels, ſo were the Angels of the Trumpets. Here he came 
and had the key - the bottomleſſe pit, not to open the bot- 
tomlefle pit as the Angell, Chap. 9. to let out ſmoake, but 
to caſt 1n tuch Annoyances as did trouble the Church. 
And this Angell, He that firſt and principally hath the 
ower of the bottomleſle pit, is the Lord Jeſus: But be- 
cauſe the Lord Jeſus doth not come down in his owne 
pretence, but in his 'nftruments and Members, therefore 
they are the Angells that have thele Keyes. This Angell 
cannot be (onftantine or Theodoſins (chough beth of them 
had a great power of r-{trayning Satan: ) For God gave 
not to Magiſtrates the keyes of the bottomleſle pit ; that 
belongs not to the Civill Officers : But they that have 
the keyes of the bottomlefle pit commuted to th. m have 
alſo the keyes of Heaven commitrre:! to them ; 1t belongs 

therfore to the ſpirituall Government. 

Againe, though (onftartine, and much more 7 heodeſius, 
caſt down Satan out of Heaven , yet ihe. Text tells you,

Thirdly, this catting of Satan into the bottomlele pit, 
was to this end, that he ſhould not deceive the Naiions - 
any more ; But a thouſand yeares atter Conſtantine he de- 
ceived the world with more corrupt and Superſtitzous 
Religions then before; and even with Pagan Religion 
alio : The Holy Ghoſt puts no diftcrence between Popiſh 
Pagancie. and Heatheniſh Pagancie. The Gentiles trode 
under toot the Court and the holy City tourty and two 
moneths,&ev.1 1.2. Popery was but Pagancie reftined;And 
the eſtate of Popiſh peopledying in Popery, is more dan- 
gerous then the cftaie ot Pagans dy1ng in their Ignorance. 
Befides.it you :ay he did not deceive the Nations mere 

to ſtirre them up to Perſecution. it will not hold, tor 
never did he ariie more to periecute the people of God, 
then after that : And tor warre, more pcrithed by the 
Beaſt,then by the Sword of Pagans. | 
Beſides, after the thouſand yeares are expired, it is here 
ſaid the Saints have a comtortable time of it.) over what 
they had; ) that #hey doe rule, ard /1t upon Thrones, and Inage- 
went 1s given them ; Now take any of theſe times, wherein 
this period of a thouland yeares 1s wont to be aſsigned, it 
will nothold true that the Saints had a time of Rule and 
Judicatureatter it; take a thouſand yeares from Chrft,

a thouſand yeares: So that thoſe that were branded before 
for Hugunots, and Lollards, and Hereticks, they ſhall be 
thought the only men to be fit to have Crownes upon 
their heads.and independent Government committed to 
to them, together with the Angels, that 1s, the Elders of 
the Churches.for a thouſand yeares together; this 15 their 
Eftate.

kened by the people of Goaruinating Kowe and Antichritt ; 
they that were not brought on to retormation then, will 
ſtili lie in their dead hearted condition , and Iacolatry tor 
a thouiand Yeeres atter - It they bee not awakened and 
uickened in beholding the mighty power of God in de- 
troying Antichritt and Keme, they ſhall never have any 
liberty tor retormation tor a thouland yceres. Or if you 
take itas others take it (I would not exclude it , for the

I. A Provocation by the comming in of many Nations, 
as the Apoſtle laxth; #e will provoke them ro emmarion, Rom. 
Ix. 4. Hedid not meane to provoke themto birternetle, 
and Gali,and Jcaloutte,but to Emulation,that they might 
come1n: When the Gentiles, the Glorious Nations of 
the world , the Romans and Grectans did come in, he 
thought it might provoke his Countrey men the Jewes, 
to come 1n alto. So when the Lord by the ruine of Kome 
ſhall bring in other Nations, not only in Exrepe, but in 
other parts of the world , 1t they.omit this opportunity, 


. they are like never to have {uch another-opporcunity tor 


a thoutand ycares together. 
2. There 1s Advantage , namely the reſtraint of the 
Power of Satan, Satan ſhall not have the liberty, he ſhall 
be bound up, and all the ſtumbling blocks he hath caſt in

when the Lord 1s fo terrible in his Judgements , and re- 
moves all ſtumbling blocks, and to his Saints are given

for it for many yeares atter 

You will ſay, will there beno Reſurrection of any pare 
ticular Chriſtians ? yes, but the body of Nations it they 
come not 1n at this tume,there will be no hope afterwards 
tor a long time. 

Andtor the ſecond part of the doctrine, that Satan 
ſhall be ſhut up and not have his rage, it 1 evident,becaule 
he is ſhut up and Scaled, ſee the like, Dan, 6. 17. A ſtone 
was brought and layd upon the mouth of the den.and the 
King Sealed 1t with his own Signet, and with the Signet 
of his Lords. that the purpoſe might not be changed con- 
cerning Deziel : To ſhew you, that God might not alter 
his purpoſe ; but the Divell and his deluſions, ſhall not 
have power to delude the Church any more; but asa 
corruption ſhall riſe, it ſhall be bound down tor a thou- 
{and yeares together. | 

The ule of this point 15 Firft a ſerious and firong war- 
ning unto all the people of God thiat ſhail live when An- 
tichrift ſhall be abolithed, and 8» ruinated : Take hived 
how you ſlip tuch opportunities of turning unto Ged : It 
mcn grow not more fincere and pire in fcecking atter God 
(whether they be publick States or private perſons : ) If 

men 
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men be not brought on, but will fand out ſuch glorious 
reformation then, and ſuch powerfull proyidences then ; 
If men ſtand out then, and not bee awakened, 1t is to bee 
tcared they will not be awakened, (nor men of their Sp1- 
rits ) for a thouland yeares togethcr. 

You know what is done in our Native Countrey, and * 
many are aftccted with what 1s done in England and 3cor- ! 
and ; others their hearts are not affected with 1t, as in the 
text, the reſt of the dead Irvednat agame : They live in their 
hypocrifie, in their ignorance and dote upon the Epitco® —_ 
pacy, and in their hearts undermine all Retormation as , 
nuuch as in them lies : It is much to be teared it thele men=+  * * 
ſhall not come 1n when the Lord ſhall not onely throw... 
down Epilcopacy,but the Papacy,and deſtroy Antichriſt; | 
it they be not brought in then, caſt them inco the bot=  _ 
tomleile pit, ſet a Seale upon it, they will not riſe againe © _ 
for a thouſand yeares ; thatis, they for their parts are © 
condemned to deſtruction : Theretore (in place where) 
it 15a point might beſpoken to with uſefull amplification 
and aggravation. The Lord hath removed many oppo- 
fitions of Reformation, and men have opportunity , if 
God give them grace, tolay hold of it, to ftrike iu with 
Chritt, and God may beare with them till Rowe come to 
be more ruinated ; but if they ſtand out till, and maligne 
Reformation, and thinke the old Religion were better, 
and the old way of Government were better, 1 ſpeake it 
trom my text (not that I take upon me contingent Pro- 
phecyes, but as the text ſpeakes) they will not recover out 
of that State for a thouſand yeares, and becaule they will 
not live a thouſand yeares. they will die ia that State, and 
{o will their poſterity, and all of their Spirit. 

Andlet it bea warning to us alſo, foraſmuch as we ſee 
the vanity of Epiſcopacy,and all the inventions,and uſur- 
pations ofthe Sonnes of men, and Plantations God hath 
not planted : God may beare with us a while, but if we be 
not brought on to this Reſurre&ion when wee ſee 


thele things before our eyes, and have all —_ - 
ocks 
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blocks removed out of our waies that may hinder our-Re- 
formation, and Regeneration ; -It we do not now itrike a 
taſt Covenant with our God to be his people, if wedo not 
now abandon whatltoeyer tavors of death in the world, of 
death in luſt and pats1on, then we and ours will be of. this 
dead hearted frame tor a thouſand yeares ; we are not 
like to {ce greater incouragements tor a good while then 
now We 1ece 

Secondly, it may beuſe of comfort to the Saints; The 
reit of the dcad ſhall not riſe up to trouble the Church for 
a thouſand yeares together : Satan ſhall not deceive the 
world any more with Jealoultes againſt Hwgenors and Lo!- 
tards,to condemne the Saints tor Heriticks. The ſtrength 
of the chaine whereby they ſhall carry the Government 
of Chriſt with one accord, ſhall be of ſuch power that 
none of them ſhall rife up to trouble the Church tor a 
thouſand yeares, ſo great the felicity and qi nr of 
the Churches ſhall beatter the deſtruction of Antichriſt 
for a thouſand yeares. -

That the Reformation of Churches after the: ruine of 
Antichriſt is the firſt Reſurrection. 

Th t the firſt Reſurreition. This, What? This Refor. 
mation of Churches,wherein the Angell of the Churches 
had the keyes of the bottomlefle pit. He doth not tay the 
keyes of the Kingdome of Heaven, though that is inclu- 
ded, fer as they havethe keyes of the bottomlefle pit to 
put in offenders, ſo they have the keyes of rhe Kingdom 
of Heaven io comfort the hearts of Gods people. But (I 
ſay) this Reformation of Chnrches whereby the Angels 
of the Churches have the keyes of the bottomleſle pit 
committed to them, and the Saints that hate Popery, and 
have ſuffered againſt Popery, and have borne witnefle to 
the word in their times. fit upon Thrones ; This Retor- 
mation. of Churches is the firſt Reſurrection. 

The firſt Reſarrettion, [t is called the firſt Reſurreion, 
becauſe of the reſemblance of the Reſurrection On 
| an 
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and of the faithfull in him, ReſurreRion implies a three- 
told State: Firſt, there was a former living eſtate ; as 
Chriſt firſt lived before he died, he went up and downe 
and d1d goodin the world. Secondly, a death ; he was 
Crucified and buried: and lay z dayes in the Grave. Now 
Thirdly, he roſe againe, and this 1s called his Returreci- 
on. He was up betore, and death bound him, though it 
was not poſsjble he could long be detained , yet detained 
he was tor three dayes ; So it was with Churches ; They 
had atime to be eſtabliſhed by the Apoſtles, and ſuch as 
they appointed : Afterward they grew to a dead frame, 
T hou haſt a name to be alive and ar: dead (faith Chriſt to the 
Angell of the Church of Sards, meaning him and the 
whole Church with him, Reve. 3. r. And as they hada 
time of dying, that is to ſay, of deformation, of Apoſtacy 
by the Catholicke Mother Church, ſo afterward they 
came to a new Retormation,\uch a Reformation as doth 
not onely reforme the outward face of Government in 
the Church, and the outward face of Worſhip and 
Doctrine, but the tnward frame of the Members of the 
Church, that they are reformed by a regenerating pow-. 
er ; they ariſe from a State of tormaility to the power of 
Godlinefle ; and they do ariſe to a lively Faith in the 
Doctrine of Faith and Power in the diſpenſation of the 
' Ordinances of God, ſo as that they are throughly refor- 
med and refined, both they in their own Spirits, and 
Soules, and Conſcience, and in their Church Admini- 
ftrations in all they goe about. This firſt Reforination 
is thefirſt Reſurrection ; Not the firſt Reſurre&tion of 
the perſons from death to life , for there hath been of 
them fince the world began : Inthe Apoſtles times, that 
was a Plantation of Churckes not a Reſurrection of 
Churches : So when England was planted, and the Chur- 
ches there, it was a Plantation not Reformation. 

But you will lay , were not the Churches reformed in 
the times of Luther, and Calvin, and Bncer, &c. in Germa- 
»1.and England, and —_— &c. hath there not eng | 

| notable 
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notable reſurretion of churches then ? 

It isadifficult objection. I confetle, but I ſhall leave it 
to your turcher contideration and ſhall teH you what 1 
thinke the text holds torth It 1s tfuch a retormation as 
much deadnetle lies upon 1t to this day. This retormation 
15 not riſen to tucha relurrection as the holy Ghoſt ſhould 
call it a returrccion it you ipeak ot the Churches « It you 
ipeake of the members , nocable members have beene.1n 
all thete Churches, the witneties role againe indeed, Kev. 
11.11. Many of them have carried torih retormation ac- 
cording to the light God gave them ; Bur it you ſpeake 
ot the tace of the Churches, I cannot fay the holy Ghoſt 
calls it a returrection rhough mauy God hath raiſed up, 
Miniſters and people, Ang. ils and Saints : But if a man 
ſhould looke at the tace ot aii tho{;: Churches in generall 
(exempting none) I pray. acc aot the greater part of the 
members, (Ireproach nune) buz 15 thee got caule to be- 
waile it , that the greateſt pare ov bers are dead 1m 
treſpafſes and finnes ? If you waik- zi} through England 
(tor ought I know-) you will find a dead frame ot the 
generality of Church members, It that bee rhe ſtate of 
their {pirits, then wondernot , if the holy Ghoſt fay not 
they are come to their reſurre&ion: There are tuck de- 
fe&ts that you may looke for Chriitianity in the midit of 
Chriſtendome , and church members m the- midſt of 
Churches; Therefore it is juſtly to be lamented that the 
holy Ghoſt ſhould owne then no further. T hss »5the firſt 
reſurr:Hien; what this? This when Antichriſt is rumated, 
and the angels have the Keyes in their hands, and they 
that fit upon Thrones are taichful Martyrs of Chrift Je- 
ſus: Then there 1s a reſnrreQion, but in the meane time 
there is much want of Keſurref:0n of Churches, though 
there beea Keſurrefion of many eminent Divincs and 
many gracious Chriſtians:But i it comes toChmrobes,you 
may 1ay of them generally , they have a nameto bealive 
and are dead : The Lord taith ſo himſclte, and you know 
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who confines it to Gerwany, and I with it were confined to 
them onely. They that have travelled in Scorland (1 
came Rot hither to flander Churches the Lord knowes ) 
but they that bave travelled there (what this lace Relur. 
re&ion hath beene God knowes) but there have bin fad. 
complaints that Chriſtians have had in their traycls that 
there hath beene little comfort in {wch communion.ſom- 
tunes Elders to-keep Alchoules; and the bedy of Church- 
es to bee tho body ot the Nation. Iknow not where you 
wit- pitch-upon Churches in. Germany, in the low Coun-. 
treyes: Iam fure Luther complaines, the ſpirits of men 
under Popery were more fincere in thor Jealings then 
under retormation ; and the Papiits make no fimall ute of 
that teftunony to thinke that:retormation hath broughe 
in oppret$10n and Epicurilme. And tor the Low Coun- 
treyes, lome that have bin there make a 1aa complaint of 
what they find churches there : So that tor returrection 


of Churches I cannor ſay ict and make it good. There is a - 


formeot knowledge and of governmenc. mn E=g/ena, but I 
cannot fay it 15 as1t ſhould be; The tormeof churches: 
appeares not thuugh the doGt nie bee good, which gives 
them the betcer naine of Cturches, but their adminitra-- 
tions aredeaded with the inventions of men':: For reſur- 
retion. of Chriſtians 1t 3s g; verally reported, there is 
moreveſurrefion of C hrifizans, lively fpreituall chriftt-: 
ans there, then um all the world betides: But it yau look. 
upon the government of Churches you will find lixtle 
difference berweene Epiſcopacy and Popery, for they are. 
governed by Popiſh Canons. So thay I cannot ſpeake 
according to my: Text, and fay there is che firft refurreRi- 
on of Churches:yet:. Though therebea- relurregion of 
Chriftians.and a yawning towards turther reformation 1n 
theſe Churches. > EE 


For the ufe'dfithis point; it isa-ſtrong warning to our 


Churches here: that we boe notdeceived in our retorma- 
tion, ard deceived in ourrules by which it-15 carryed: for 
Lam cleerein;that, and 4 Ithinke are moſt of us, and it is 
h 8 our 
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our finne if webe not. That our Reformation and rules 
of it. are of God, neicher do I doubt of the returreQion of 
many choyce chriſtians throughout the countrey -{( the 
Lerd increaſe their number.:)- But 1 am atraid there is 
-more reformation then reſurreqion. Therefore it is a 
holy warning from Heaven toattend reſurrection here 
alſo; here is- a great reformation of Churches, 1 rhinke 
I mayipeake it without vanity, and yaine-glory, and put- 
fing.up of the hearts of the ſonnes of men,a greater face of 
retormation then in any churches are to bee found : But 
this firſt Keſwrreftion in my text the friſt of theſe yeeres is 
not begun: For though it beea very true obſervation 
which many Divines give , that Satans binding was gra- 
duall , and did not take his beginning at once; *Tis true : 
Hee was firft taken before bound, and firſt bound betore 
caſt into the bottomledle pit , and firſt caſt into the bot- 
tomlefle pit before hee was ſealed : But hee reckons this 
firſt Relurrecion after the ſcaling of Satan - Here is in 
the text, the third degree of Satans Satanicall power re- 
ſtrained betore this thouſand yeeres begin, And that will 
not be (my text 1s plaine) till: Satan be caſt into the bot- 
tomlefle pit, and the Romane Catholique Church dam- 
ned from the face of churches alſo, and caſt out : which 
yet continues though they bee taken, and not a little re- 
ttrained, but into the bottotmlefle pit they are not caſt, 
and ſo fealed well then, if Antichriit be not yet taken,and 
Satan caft into the bottomles procken the thouſand yeers 
are not yet begun, and ſo the firſt reſurreRion not begun. 
Thertore let ut bea ſerious warning to every one.not to 
reſt in Reformation and formes of 1t, and to bleſſe your 
felves in Church Memberſhip , becauſe to this day ; this 
frſt Reſurreion hath not taken its place, nor will not 
take his place till Antichriſt be ruinated. Thus 15 a faire 
preparation, and I doubt not, there is a ReſurreQ10n of 
many pretious toules throughout the Countrey, that ab- 
Horre Popery,and the worſhip of the Beaft with a perfe& 
hatred, and reigne with Chriſt in their hearts and ah foo 
1ES, 
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lies.as much as in them yes. But ifI ſhould fay there is 
a Reſurrection in New Ergland from reſting in Forms, 
from reiting in the World, and carnall ſclfe-icve, and te- 
cret clote haunts, (wiuch God will {earch out) that I cag 
fay we are riſen out ot all our Opprestion and Hypocritic 
thac the Name of the Lord J<tus might be exalted , and 
his Word Glorityed, and rule in our houſes and hearts; if 
I ſhould ſay there is tuch a Returrecion , of which it is 
{aid, bleſſea ard holy are they that have part m it, | ſhould lay 
more then I could juſtihe,or more then my text will give 
me leave to ſay : this isnot the firſt RelurreQion,I cannat 
lay that : What ſhall 1 iay ? Shall I fay.there are not want- 
ing many Chriſtians in the Countrey that are weary of 
the Reformation of it ? Have they attained to this firſt 
Reſurrc&ion that. are weary of Retormation , and are 
willing to goe and ſhift it as well as they can in their 
native Countrey ? there may be a wavering after the 
world in the godly,but then the reſurte&ion of Churches 
is not cleare, whatever it may be 1n their perſor.all eſtates : 
they are notriten up to Church Reformation , that in 
their hearts are weary of the Reformation of the Coun- 
trey : It men be weary of the Country,and will back again 
to E: gland becauſe in heart they are weary, and can goe to 
the welt part of this Country withouc Ordinances,l teare 
there 1s no Spirit of Reformation, at leaſt, not of Reſur- 


rec&tion; Asitis with ſome Syrups,when they are boyled 


up to their full confiftence they will not run when they 
fall, but there they will ftand:$o if men be boyled up to a 


full confiſtence,they will not beflittering : If men beflit- 


tering up and down after the world, will not ſay men are 
not Chriftians (for truth of Grace may ſtand with run- 
ning after the world in ſome meaſure ) but they are not 
boyled up to that confiftence they ſhould be. 

Therctore let not New England be ſecure, and blefle our 
ſelves in our Reſurrection, becauſe we have our part 1n 
this Reformation : I cannot ſay, here isa Reſurrection of 


Churches, ſuch as the text _ of, boild up to that 
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confiſtence, which the Text ſpeakes to, though I hope 
the Lord will bring us to it. he 

He that hath his part mtbe firſf Reſurreition is bleſſed and 
holy man.

It isa juſt warning ,unco all the Saints of God, ande- 
ſpecially to Members of Churches, not to reft your ſelves 
in your {elves in your outward Profetsion of Church Fel- 
lowſhip, or the priviledges you enjoy : Reſt not in chem 
untill you finde your ſoules bletled. and holy, for thar 1s. 
expretted here in the Text, blefed azd holy heerhar hach 
his part in the firſt Reſyrrefton, For although the Church 

e not come to fuch-a Reformation as 15 cometo a Re- 
turreQion , yet there is ſuch a Returreftion 1n man 

Soules , that for their particulars (though the whole 
Church have ttnot) they may ſafely challenge this pro- 
mile, and they have the firſt truits of' 1t. So that it the 
Lord give you and yours part in the firft Returrection, 
truely you are b/eſtd and ho/y now : It is true, there 15 a 
further Reſurretion of Churches, but no promule there 
15,toany Church in the world, but it 15 accompliſhed in 
{ome degree, unto the faithfull of it in every age. 

The Queſtion-is now : How we may grow up. to this 
firſt Reſurre&ion: that we may apply it to our hearts,that 
weare in a blefled Eftate ? 

Itis not enough for your blefled Eftate to have yous 
parts in the Retormation of Churches, nor does. your 
holineſfle ftand in it ; Tt'15 true, there was a Reformation 
in Luther, and Calvin: time, yet we dare not: fay they: are 
all bleed that were Reformed after their Church Or- 
ders We may {pcake it to Gods praiſe, God hath granted 
this Reformation to us that exceeded moſt of them; but 

every man in theſe Churches cannot ſay he is a blefled 
man, which indeed ought tobe, but T' cannot- encourage 
all to fay that here we haye part in Reformation, and 10 
in Reſurrection : 1 cannot fay it isa RefurreRion till 1n- 
deed the body of all the Churches be men that have their 


part 
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inthe Reſurrection ofthe Lord Jeſus; for it is the 
ground of the bleflednefle of thele Saints, that they haves 
cheir parts in the firlt Returrection. What is 1t that 
makes thete Churches, or ſhall make any of you bleticd ? 
Is 1t not that there be Fellowſhip with Chrilt in his Re- - 
{urrection ? So that looke to it, that there be tellowſhip 
with Chriſt 1 his Relſurrcction ; that you liveto him, 
are Kings and Prieſts ro him, and rezgne with him in this 
 Retormation; and then take it home to your houtes and 
hearts and tell it to others, that is a holy and bleſled 
, Eſtate God hath called you to, | 
How ſhall I know whether 1 bavepart with Chriſt in his Re. Oueſt 
ſarreition, for that will be the happineſſe of the Charches after the : 
raine of Rome, that they will conforme to ( kr:iſt leſws. 

Such as have part with Chriſt in his Returection, they 4,3, 
have the lame part of bletledneile and holyneile which 7y;, dignes 
thoſe Saints will have that will be Member of the pureſt of h:viyz 
Churches, and you then have part in this Reſurrection, fort with 

Firſt , if you have part 1a this Reſurrection , then as 17 in <4; 
Chriſt is rifen from the dead, ſo you are riſen trom the \9/ et 
death of ſinne : He that is dead with Chriſt, faith the Apo- $1890 7 . 
ſle, is riſen with him, aud dyeth no more, death hath no more 
dominion over him, Roms, 6.

Thenthe Queſtion 1s, How may I diſcerne my ſoule is

In one word it is plaine (to the capacity of the ſimpleſt) 

If yee be dead to finne, then whatſoever finne be knowne 
to you, and is preſented to you, 1t is death ; you looke at 
finne as the death of your ſoules, nothing more vile and 
deadly to you then finne, according as Solomon {aid when 
he rote againe from the many defilements which hee tell 
into by his many wives and Concubines, / finde (faith he) 
more butter then death, the woman whoſe heart is ſnares and nets, 


and her hands as baxd:, Eccleſ, 7 26, When finne 15 the 
=Þ | anguiſh. 
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anguiſh of the ſoule, no death fo bitter ; then I dare ſay 
rac Soulc hath part in the Returrection of Chriſt, and 
Hath that priviledge in Spirit that thole Churches ſhall 
have, that ſhall be raiſed againe in the ruine ef Kome ; as 
Part \aith, Oh wretcbed rwan that 1 am, who ſhall deliver me 
Jrom che body of this death, Rom 7.24. When God makes 
the body of corruption that hangs upon. the Soule as 
death, when all the pride of our hearts, dead hearted- 
netle, dulnefle in Spirituall duties hang about us, as a 
body of death that 15 with us, as yoked with a dead car- 
kafle, that we had rather choole co die, 1s an evidence 


wearerilen from the dead, for we are riſen with Chritſt,” 


Epieſians 2.5. 6. that as he roſe from the dead, wee 
ſhould walke in newneſle of life. Kow 6.4-to 11. So that 
when the frame of every {innetull diftemper preſents 1t 
{elfe as death, that take a Chriſtian in this caſe, that it 
you ſhould take finne in one hand and death in the other, 
he would chooſe death rather then chooſe finne. -So 
it is with every Soule that is riſen with Chriſt : But if 
he ſhould be ſurpriſed with a Temptation and choole'ſin, 
that choice of his would be as bitter to him as death : as 
Perer when he denyed Chriſt, he went owt and wepe buterly, 
Mat. 26.-laſt- $o that if God gives us theſe hearts, to 
choofedeath it ſeiferather then finne ; as the three Prin- 
ces when death was ſetbefore them ; If yee chooſe to fall 
doiwn to the Idol,well; if not; there 15a Furnace ſet, ſeven 
times hotter for you then 1t uſeth to be ; ſay they,our God 
whom we ſerve is able to delrver us, and hee will, but if not, we 
willnot werſbip thy geldew Image, Dan+ 3. 17, 18, If God 
givemen that frame of Spirit that the frame of finne, and 
the body of finne, and the motions of it that hang about 
him be bitter as death , odious as death, burdeniome as 
death, teerible as death, (and yet amongſt Philoſophers 
it was counted the moſt terrible of all evills) if that be 
the caſe, feare not him that kills the body, but hum that is 
able to caft ſoule and body into hell : It that be the cafe, 
then Idare pronounceto you inthe name of the Lord,

Such as have part with Chriſt in his ReſurreRion live and 
reigne with Chriſt, and ſo come to the very tame ſtate for their 
perionall condi 1on, that the Churches hall be when Antichriſt 
15 deſtroyed : As the Apoltle iaith, Col. 3. 1. {f you be riſen with 
Chriſt ſecke the things that are above, where Chrift ſiteth on the right 
hand of God: Now thertore if the Lord vouchſafcs us that frame of 
Spirit as that our afte&tions are above, the things that are above 
we ſccke atter them, and it is our lite to be conyerſant there, and 
other thingsare but death ; about the Lord Jeſus and Fellowſhip 
with him : 7 by loving kindneſſe is betterthen life, Pal. 63. 3. and my 
Soule (ball be filled 45 nith marrow ard fatneſſe, my mouth ſhall praiſe 
thee wth joyfull lipsyer.

Suchas are ſo converſant in this earth that 
whatever your buſineſle pt you upon, you are not beſmeared and 
entangled with it, but you looke to Chriſt , verily you-are. riſen 
with Chtift, you are high : But if our ſpirits be tuch, wecannot 
be buſic in our calling but wee loſe Chriit, I meane as much as in 
vs lies, not that we can {ole him alcogether, but many that make 
| [ws erg of him loſe him wholly , they have ſuch bulinefle to 
oein the World, that io many yeeres agoe they law him as they 
thought, btit now they ſee him not, nor know not where they 
thall : then you are not riſen with: the Lord Jeſus: Butif you 
live with Chriſt, you way ſo buy as if you bought not, and ſo uſe 
the world, as though you ujed 1t not. That what you doe you do 
itnot as worldlings, as if that were your Soveraign good that you 
fet your hearts upon, but you buy and ſel by the rules of Chriit,to

2- It dotb declare him mightily to be the Son of God, 
Row. 1. 4, D:clared to be the ſonne of God with power, 
according to the ſpirit of holyneffe . by the returrcQion 
' from the dead. This was the care of Paul, that he might 
grow to ſuch a Relurreion, and to ſuch ſenſible experi- 
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ce of him in his heart, as to declare him mightily to 
be the Adopted Son of God, as Chriſt was mighuly de- 
clared to be the naturall Sonneof God: So that when a 
man is not latisfyed in this and that Reformation , un- 
till he can ice his ReſurreQion ; the pretence of Chriſt 
with him: and the preſerce of hun with Chriſt, doth to 


raiſe him to Chritt, that it doth mightily declare him to | 


be the Son of God, this man 1s partaker of the vertue of 
the Reſurrection of the Son ot God : while a man is puz- 
ling here and there about the things of the world, he will 
ever beatalofle; Thad thought I had been thus atlured, 
and thus enlarged, bur all is overwhelmed : But when he

It doth declare that the Lords wrath was tully appeated

{urrection was an evident pledge ; . for, had he lett any 
finne unlarisfyed for .he had been left decayned by death. 
Now then, when the ſoule growes, and endeavours , as 
Panl,to have ſuch experience of the refirreion ot {trift, 
that he have aboundant evidence to his toule of Gods 
juſtification of him from ſinne, and that declared, that is 
enough to him that Chriſt 1s dead and riſen; #ho ſhall lay 
any thing to the charge of Gods elett i It is God that juſtifyeth : 
who is he that condemneth? It is Chriſt that dyed yea, rather 
that is riſen againe, Rom. 8. 33. When it comes to that

Ir 15 true. regeneration 
g0es 1n order of nature before jultihcation (though both 
together 1n time : ) but this lively hope tollowes our re- 
lurrection. 5leſſed be God the Farher of our Lord lejwa, w 5h 
acccrdmg to hu abrandant mercy hath begotte n ns agatne unto 4 
lively hope, by the reſmrrettion of leſua Chriſt from the acad : To 
an inheritance incorruptible) andthat fadeth not away, reſerved 
iz heaven for you, 1 Pete1.3-4. Now when the toule reſts 
not in any wan hope, inany rent and torne hope, or dead 
hope,buc growes up to a lively hope in Chriſt, he 1s 1iten, 
and weare riſen with him-; we cannot be content with. 
ſome longings after Chriſt, 'but our hearts are riten toa 
lively hope : It this be our condition.we have part in the 
firſt rezurrection,and the {ſecond death ſhall have no power 
OVer us.

Fiſen and live with Chrift. It is a notable ſpeech of the 
 Apoltle, 2 Theſſ.3 8. Nowwe ood ye ſtand fajt mthe Lord: 
He ſpeaks of the Church of Thellalonica, that was his 
Crown; why Pal, is it death to you, if they ſhould waret 
in their courſe ? yea, it were hisdeath, it would kill his 
heart.it he ſaw they ſhould grow to any corrupr ro_ . 
and deadhearted trame or carnall courle of lite. But now 
_ welive, it would be meat and drinke to him if he (ee they 
ſtand faſt in Chriſt, holding taſt Chriſt, and the Profet- 
fion of Faith abhorring all carnall courſes,or dead hearted 
performance of duties;1t is our life now.welive,it ye and 
tat in the Lord. So that if the Lord helpes us thus to be 
riſing with Chrift, minding the things above. the favour 
of Chriſt the reſurreQtion of Chrift,thus much let me ſay 
to you,though you ſhould have a thouland formall Chr1- 
ftians dead on your right hand, and a thouſand on the left 
hand, where ever you become, yet bleſſed and holy are you. 
For albeit the time benot come, that God will make the 
Reſurzedtion of Churches to be life from the dead by the 
ruineof Antichriſt (though it haſtens faſt) yet. you have 
your part in that , and with Chritt in his ReſurreQion; 
and having part with him in his reſurrection,l pronounce 
it to you from my text. yee are blefied and holy : Fox God 
forbid,our bleflednefſe and holyneſle ſhould be fuſpended 
upon this Reſurreion;for though many of you tnay live 
to (ce it, yet God forbid that thole that dye in the meane 
time ſhould not have part in it. You have part in Chriſt 
the head of this Reſurre&1on, and He is riſen indeed. and 
hath appeared to many in the flzth, and to you tn ſpirit : 
and ſo you have part in this firſt Reſurreion. 
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
